Selective  Service 
Counselling  to 
Start  at  Tech

Since  September  plans  have  been  made  to  bring  a 
draft  counselling  service  to  Lowell  Tech  and  now  all  the 
draft  eligible  males  in  the  area  will  have  this  vital  service. 
Because  of  the  complexity  of  the  Selective  Service  laws 
and  the  bullshit  involved  in  any  type  dealing  with  this 
gigantic  bureaucracy  it  is  almost  impossible  for  any 
person  to  know  all  the  alternatives  open  to  him  in  any 
given  situation.  So  the  organizations  purpose  is  to 
inform  the  registrant  of  the  possible  courses  he  has  to 
choose  from. 

The  counselling  service  will  have  two  offices  on  the 

Tech  campus  and  possibly  one  at  Lowell  State.  At  Tech 


Trustee’s  Meeting 

NO  QUORUM 

The  Trustees  waited  for  at  least  an  hour  trying  to 
get  a  quorum  together  since  any  voting  would  be  illegal 
without  a  quorum.  There  were  dorm  students  and  a  few 
faculty  members  present,  and  other  interested  students. 
The  trustees  present  decided  to  discuss  bomb  scares  and 
food  in  the  dorms,  though  they  couldn’t  vote  on 
anything. 

BOMB  SCARES 

LTI  presently  has  a  policy  of  compulsory  evacuation 
in  the  event  of  a  bomb  threat  for  maximum  safety 
reasons.  Four  policies  to  be  considered  are:  1) 
compulsory  always  for  maximum  safety  (except  in 
severe  weather).  Leads  to  continuous  bomb  threats.  2) 
voluntary  always  .  .  .  very  risky,  rather:  minimum  safety 
3)  voluntary  generally /compulsory  when  warrented.  This 
procedure  is  recommended  as  most  practical,  under  the 
circumstances.  4)  compulsory  generally /voluntary  when 
warrented.  FINAL  EXAMS  WILL  EITHER  BE 
RESCHEDULED  FOR  THE  FIRST  SATURDAY  AND 
WEEKDAYS  OF  SEMESTER  BREAK  WITH  AN 
INTERRUPTED  FINAL  ON  TUESDAY  (for  example) 
BEING  HELD  THE  TUESDAY  OF  SEMESTER 
BREAK  .  .  .OR  ...  SECURE  CUMNOCK  HALL  AND 
PERHAPS  THE  GYM  SO  THAT  FINALS  WILL  BE 
HELD  THERE  IN  THE  EVENT  OF  A  BOMB  THREAT. 

Dr.  Worrell  brought  up  the  fact  that  most  bombs 
that  occur  on  other  campuses  actually  go  off  at  night, 
and  not  when  there  are  a  lot  of  students  around.  Usually 
a  bomb  is  to  destroy  property,  not  people.  He  also 
mentioned  that  we  take  chances  every  time  we  go  for  a 
ride  in  a  car. 

Prof.  Shapiro  mentioned  that  as  it  now  stands, 

students  can  get  hurt  by  flying  glass,  etc.  if  Cumnock

compulsory  system,  he  feete  that  there  will  be  complete 
chaos  on  this  campus.  Everyone  should  have  the  right  to 
his  own  opinion  on  whether  to  remain  inside  or  leave  the 
buildings  in  event  of  a  bomb  threat. 

Phil  Morrissey,  Pres,  of  the  sophomore  class  and  a 
dorm  resident,  stated  that  you  can  usually  tell  when 
students  call  in  scares,  like  10  minutes  before  a  big 
freshman  physics  exam,  or  economics  exam,  etc. 

A1  Forcier,  Pres,  of  Bourgeois,  stated  that  a  student 
loses  academically  when  he  is  forced  to  remain  outdoors. 
For  example,  there  are  many  students  who  benefit  from 
last  minute  cramming  before  an  exam,  yet  if  a  scare  goes 
off  two  hours  before  the  exam  for  a  period  of  two 
hours,  he  remains  outdoors  (freezing  to  death  or  else 
catching  pneumonia)  yet  he  doesn’t  have  his  notes  to 
study,  because  they’re  either  still  in  the  building  or  in 
the  dorm. 

Jack  Costello  brought  up  the  fact  that  so  far  we 
have  had  no  damage  here  and  the  threats  seem  to  be 
planned  to  disrupt  the  functions  of  this  Institute. 

FOOD 

89%  of  960  dorm  residents  do  not  want  a 
compulsory  food  plan.  Some  would  take  the  plan,  but 
they  feel  they  should  have  the  choice  of  whether  or  not 
they  choose  to  adopt  the  food  plan.  The  cafeteria  was 
established  in  1948  and  has  been  on  both  voluntary  and 
compulsory  plans.  The  main  gripes  inc  ude  the  fact  that 
$35  /semester  is  not  going  directly  to  the  food 
concession,  but  to  the  building  authority.  Students 
would  prefer  the  raise  in  room  rent  of  the  same  amount, 
but  Dr.  Olsen  pointed  out  that  the  rents  are  going  up 
next  September,  regardless  of  the  meal  plan. 

Pres.  Lydon  said  that  he  was  “not  impressed  by  the 
demonstration”  that  resulted  in  the  throwing  of  food. 
Was  he  here  for  the  demonstration  in  front  of  Cumnock 
Hall?  Mark  Mortinson  explained  that  demonstrations  are 
to  show  support  of  leaders  and  not  to  intimidate 
anyone.  It  seems  that  committees  seem  to  forget  things 
and  petitions  become  lost,  so  a  demonstration  just  shows 
support  of  an  idea.

A  Second  Report 
From  THE  Bookstore 

It  recently  came  to  our  attention  that  many  of  our 
fellow  students  have  been  confusing  our  organization 
with  the  Lowell  Tech  Associates.  Before  semester  break 
begins,  we’d  like  to  remind  you  that  there  is  a  difference 
between  the  bookstore  and  THE  Bookstore.  When  you 
refer  to  the  Associates:  it’s  the  bookstore-when 
speaking  of  the  students’  bookstore:  it’s  THE  Bookstore. 

We  prefer  that  when  you  speak  of  THE  Bookstore  you 
spell  it  out:  let  everyone  know  that  THE  Bookstore  is 
not  a  figment  of  anyone’s  imagination. 

The  Lowell  Tech  Associates  has  operated  a 
bookstore  here  since  1934.  Since  that  time,  we  students 
have  been  exploited  by  the  excessively  high  prices 
charged  for  textbooks.  Even  though  the  Associates  is  an 
entity  completely  separate  from  the  Institute,  it  receives 
its  rooms  rent  free.  The  present  quarters  of  the 
bookstore  were  renovated  with  state  funds  at  no  cost  to 
the  Associates. 

Don’t  get  us  wrong  by  feeling  that  we  are  against 
cutting  corners  to  save  money.  We  just  believe  that  when 
money  is  saved,  the  savings  should  be  passed  on  to  the 
students.  If  this  is  not  possible  through  lower  prices,  a 
scholarship  fund  can  always  be  started. 

In  order  to  provide  the  students  of  Tech  with  an 
alternative  to  the  bookstore  of  the  Associates,  THE 
Bookstore  was  founded.  THE  Bookstore  is  the 
bookstore  of  the  students,  by  the  students,  and  for  the 
students.  All  students  are  urged  to  buy  from  THE 


Associates,  and  at  the  same  time  encouraging 
participation  by  offering  lower  book  prices. 

The  facilities  of  THE  Bookstore  were  readied 
rapidly  with  the  help  of  many  students.  Over  two 
hundred  hours  were  poured  into  the  building.  Financial 
support  has  been  greater  than  we  had  anticipated.  We  are

How  can  anyone 
ignore  the  racist  attitudes  that 
prevail  in  the  student  council  in 
accepting  the  budget  of  the 
Afro-American  Society?  All  they

The  students  of  Lowell  Tech  have  waited  for  too  long 
for  the  necessary  improvements  they  have  been  seeking. 
Now  is  the  time  for  a  change. 

The  situation  concerning  cafeteria  food  is  abominable. 
The  students  have  asked  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  change 
the  meal  plan  to  a  voluntary  system.  The  presen't  system, 
requiring  all  dormitory  residents  to  purchase  the  meal 
plan,  is  not  at  all  satisfactory  to  the  students,  the  people 
who  it  is  supposed  to  be  serving. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  must  act  this  month,  so  that 
the  cafeteria  problem  will  be  corrected  for  second 
semester.  The  Text  recommends  that  the  dormitory 
cafeteria  be  set  up  on  a  cash-basis,  as  it  was  three  years 
ago.  If  the  student  had  a  free  choice  of  whether  or  not  he 
was  going  to  eat  in  one  of  the  Institute’s  cafeterias,  then  he 
would  certainly  never  again  have  to  complain  about  being 
required  to  eat  a  bad  meal. 

Of  The  Educational  Systems  at  Tech 

As  another  semester  goes  by  here  at  Tech,  many 
students  will  flunk  out.  It  has  happened  many  times  in  the 
past  and  no  one  seems  to  do  anything  about  it.  Why? 
Maybe  an  imaginative  educational  establishment  that  does 
not  work  in  the  minds  of  people  but  on  the  minds  of 
people.  Do  the  students  who  come  here  come  not  of  their 
own  free  will  but  by  their  parents'  promotion.  It  is  a  good 
thing  to  be  in  school  only  if  you  belong  there.  Maybe  you 
do  not  want  to  go  to  Vietnam  so  you  chose  college,  but  it 
can  be  like  Vietnam  at  times.  You  do  not  have  such  a 
chance  to  die  physically  but  mentally  you  have  the  chance 
to  die  many  times  over.

To  the  students  that  will  be  here  another  semester, 
think  how  Tech  is  educating  you  to  take  your  place  in  the 
world.  Personal  creation  and  individual  sensitivity  and 
human  character  are  not  one  of  Tech’s  ends.  To  the 
students  who  flunk  out  this  semester  we  hope  you  have  a 
high  draft  number  and  are  at  least  of  legal  age  21.  Why 
don’t  you  really  do  the  thing  you  wanted  to  do  -  get  an 
education,  for  the  people  at  Tech  will  never  have  that 
opportunity.

The  Institute  Council 
proposed  a  new  academic 
calender  for  1971-72  which 
drastically  changes  the  layout  of 
the  school  year.  On  Thursday, 
January  sixth,  I  made  two 
motions  as  a  direct  rebuttal  to 
this  calender,  because  I  felt  that 
it  was  not  in  the  best  interests  of 
the  student  body.  (Several 
students  sadly  lacking  their  share' 
of  apathy  voiced  their  objections 
to  me.)  The  motions  read  as 
follows: 

_  1.  That  the  Student  Council 
reject  the  proposed  academic 
calender  because  of  the 
inadvisability  of  having  finals 
immediately  after  Christmas 
vacation,  and  that  the  council 
recommend  no  change  in  the 
calendar  until  such  time  as  it 
may  be  feasible  to  have  finals 
before  Christmas. 

2.  That  the  Student  Council 
recommend  the  following 
changes  in  the  registration

students  prior  to  registration  day 
to  give  the  student  advanced 
notice  of  what  it  may  be 
possible  for  him  to  take  and  his 
or  her  possible  alternatives. 

b.  Freshman  first  semester 
registration  be  done  entirely  by 
mail  since  their  schedules  are 

predetermiced. 

The  first  motion  was  passed 
17  for  and  1  abstention,  while  the 
second  was  passed  unanimously. 
A.1  though  it  may  not  be 
apparent,  these  two  motions  are 
related  to  each  other. 

The  Institute  Council’s 
justification  for  their  proposed 
calendar  is  early  termination  of 
the  spring  semester,  and  the 
requirements  which  the  first 
semester  schedule  must  have. 

M.  14  weeks  of  classes. 

2.  Four  days  of  registration. 
The  fourteen  weeks  of 

classes  are  a  requirement  of  the 
accreditation  committee,  but  the 
necessity  of  having  four  days  of 
reeistration  is  open  to  debate. 


extra  work  for  the  registrar’s 
office,  except  the  licking  and 
addressing  of  the  envelopes) 
could  greatly  reduce  the  “four 
day  plan”.  In  fact  registration 
could  take  place  in  two  days, 
with  graduate  and  senior 
registration  on  the  first  day  and 
juniors  and  sophomores  on  the 
second  day.  Handling  this 
doubled  volume  would  be 
possible  because  there  would  be 
no  great  lines  waiting  for  their 
brown  envelopes,  nor  any 
wasted  time  writing  in 
uncomfortable  bleachers.  The 
only  duty  of  the  student  on 
registration  day  would  be  signing 
for  electives  and/or  labs  and 
having  the  schedule  approved  by 
the  respective  department.  Even 
this  procedure  would  be  less 
trying  because  the  student, 
having  had  more  time  to  review 
his  or  her  course  offerings, 
would  have  less  questions,  and 
most  schedules  would  simply 
have  to  be  initialed. 

What  good  are  these  extra 
two  days?  There  are  14  weeks

The  Academic  Calendar 
proposed  for  the  1971-72  school  year 
seems  to  have  greater  inefficiency 
than  the  present  calendar.  Cutting 
out  one  week  of  classes  after 
Christmas  makes  no  improvement  in 
efficiency  but  it  does  increase 
inconvenience. 

I  am  an  out  of  state  resident  and 
my  home  is  350  miles  away.  To  make 
this  trip  twice  in  two  weeks  for  finals 
is  both  expensive  and  difficult.  To 
take  out  the  week  of  classes  and  be 
forced  to  make  this  trip  twice  in  one 
week  only  increases  the  problems. 

Scheduling  the  exams  right  after 
vacation  is  also  a  mistake.  It  is  unfair 
to  students  like  myself  who  must 
*  spend  as  much  as  12  hours  traveling 
(buses  are  slow  during  rush  periods) 
and  then  be  forced  to  get  up  at  9:00 
the  next  morning  to  take  a  final. 

The  ad  hoc  committee  of  the 
Institute  Council  said  they  are 
gradually  working  towards  a 
combined  Christmas  vacation  and 
semester  break.

The  Question 

To  what  extent  is  greed  a  part  of  Human  Nature? 

The  Facts

7)  1  heard  a  priest  once  in  Church,  who  was  once  stationed  in  a  rich 
community,  make  the  statement  that  from  his  observation  the 
money  of  the  rich  doesn’t  make  them  happy. 

Analysis

If  you’re  a  male  undergraduate 
who  admires  girls  with  full 
figures,  but  slender  legs,  you’re 
probably  a  campus  swinger. 

If  a  neny  girl  with  ample  legs 
appeals  to  you,  chances  are 
you’re  a  loser  in  the  college 
environment. 

A  preference  for  a  moderate 
build  may  mark  you  as  an 
academic  ascetic-conformist, 
absentious,  generous. 
Three  University  of  Illinois 
psychologists,  Jerry  Wiggins,  his 
wife  Nancy,  and  Judity  Conger 
Cohen,  reached  these 
conclusions  after  showing 
silhouettes  of  different  female 
figures  to  95  m a  1 e 
undergraduates.  The  silhouettes 
varied  in  size  of  the  various 
parts.  Undergraduates  with 
certain  personality  traits  as 
revealed  on  standard 
psychological  tests  tended  to 
pick  a  certain  type  of  figure  as 
their  favorite. 

The  results  of  the  study  appear 
in  ‘‘Who’s  Beautiful  to 
Whom  — and  Why?”  in  the 
January  issue  of  SCIENCE 
DIGEST.

preference  indicates  a  significant 
difference  in  personality.  A 
group  called  “The  Winners”  by 
the  psychologists  prefers  an 
ample  bust,  moderate  to  small 
mid-section  and  moderate  legs, 
an  only  slightly  different 
configuation  than  that  admired 
by  “The  Swingers.”  “The 
Winners,”  however,  are  much 
more  well-organized  and 
career-oriented  that  their 
swinging  colleagues. 

In  a  similar  study,  Psychologist 
Nancy  Minahan  of  Wisconsin 
State  University  showed 
three-quarter  profile  drawings  of 
females  to  200  high-school  girls. 
All  the  faces  were  exactly  the 
same,  but  the  figures  varied  in 
the  size  of  their  bust,  hips,  and 
legs.  Few  of  the  girls  could  pick 
out  a  figure  similar  to  their  own. 
The  prettier  the  high-school 
girl’s  face  was,  the  less  able  she 
was  to  match  a  drawing  to  her 
own  figure. 

Older  teenagers  with  pretty  faces 
were  particularly  apt  to  think 
their  figure  was  better  than  it 
really  was,  a  misjudgment  Dr. 
Minahan  thinks  is  due  to  their 
years  of  suddessful  interaction 
with  boys.

The  Byrds  began  their  work  in  Los  Angeles  in  1964.  Their 
striking  nature  was  an  indication  that  they  had  already  discovered  an 
identity.  And  such  an  identity  is  made  possible  by  one’s  awareness 
of  his  relation  to  his  surroundings. 

As  a  musical  group,  The  Byrds  have  always  been  innovative, 
turbulent  personalities  whose  work  and  personal  interrelationships 
have  been  no  less  than  mirror-images  of  the  delicate  balance  by 
which  we  are  all  held  together.  Every  performance  by  the  group  is 
an  affirmation  of  that  balance,  every  album  a  monument  to  it. 

Today  The  Byrds  consists  of  Roger-McGuinn,  Clarence  White, 
Gene  Parsons,  and  Skip  Battin.  Although  McGuinn  is  responsible  for 
most  of  the  group’s  writings,  the  other  three  members  are  by  no 
means  a  backup  band.  Clarence  White  began  his  career  in  1952  as  a 
member  of  a  family  unit,  the  Kentucky  Colonels.  They  made 
numerous  appearances  on  television  and  at  folk  festivals  (Newport). 
Gene  Parsons  has  been  playing  the  guitar  since  he  was  ten.  He 
worked  in  clubs  with  White  and  Gig  Guilbeau  as  a  trio  called 
Nashville  West.  Clarence  and  Gene  joined  The  Byrds  in  1968.  Skip 
Battin,  the  newest  member  of  the  group,  joined  in  1969.  He’s  been 
involved  with  music  since  the  age  of  six,  when  he  studied  the  piano. 
When  he  first  heard  The  Byrds,  he  was  one  of  many  whose  life  styles 
changed.  The  success  of  The  Byrds  suggested  to  the  community  that 
it  was  possible  to  inject  meaning  and  intricacy  into  rock  and  still 
achieve  popularity. 

The  Byrds  have  endured  and  it’s  actually  beginning  to  look  like 
they  might  see  the  real  dawn.  Hopefully  you  and  I  will  be  as  lucky.

The  Proposition,  directed  by 
Allan  Albert,  celebrated  its  800th 
performance  and  began  its  fourth 
year  February  1,  1971.  Boston's 
longest  running  entertainment 
performs  a  completely  new  show 
seven  times  weekly  to  overflow 
greater  Boston/Cambridge  audiences. 
The  show  is  completely 
i  m  pro  vi  sed  -  peo  p  le,  places, 
situations,  music  and  lyrics  are 
created  spontaneously  by  the  actors 
and  musicians. 

The  revue  is  decidedly  satiric,  its 
thrust  being  middle  class,  middle 
brow  Americana;  and  actors  work 
continually  to  pursue  the  humor  and 
to  parody  the  cliches  in  the  everyday. 
The  company  is  comprised  of  college 
students  and  post  students,  making 
The  Proposition  the  country’s 
youngest  satirical  revue,  its  only 
musical  improvisational  show  and  the 
only  completely  and  spontaneously 
improvisational  show  ever.

Tech’s  New  England  Ski  Champs 

The  ski  team  has  endured  a  long  history  with  very  little 
recognition  for  its  achievements.  Until  last  year,  when  they  won  the 
New  England  Intercollegiate  Ski  Champoinships,  they  were  viewed 
as  little  more  than  a  club. 

Skiing,  as  a  competitive  sport,  is  very  demanding  on  the 
individual  and  the  equipment  he  uses.  The  night  before  each  race  is 
spent  painstakingly  preparing  one's  equipment,  and  talking  over 
strategies  for  the  race  with  the  other  team  members.  During  the 
weekends  that  they  race,  Saturday  is  devoted  to  a  slalom  race  and 
Sunday  given  up  to  a  giant  slalom.  The  ski  areas  are  quite  familiar  to 
the  team,  but  the  race  courses  are  unique  to  themselves.  Each  race 
requires  careful  memorization  of  each  gate  and  the  terrain  in  each 
section  of  the  course. 

The  ski  team  races  as  a  team  and  therefore  they  rely  on  one 
another  to  score,  but  when  an  individual  is  on  the  race  course  he 
depends  only  upon  his  own  ability.  By  the  end  of  a  course,  the 
individual  is  both  physically  and  mentally  exhausted,  but  satisfied  if 
he  has  performed  well  for  himself  and  the  team.
